Springfield, 111., Jan. 12.—When the 
committee of the Illinois senate re­ 
ported Senator Holtslaw’s resignation 
effective, and requested another reso­ 
lution empowering the committee to 
subpoena witnesses and administer 
oaths, the first definite step toward a 
thorough investigation of the sensa­ 
tional bribery charges which grew out 
of the Lorimer election and the so­ 
called legislative 
“jackpot” 
was 
taken. 
Immediately following this a 
resolution was offered by Senator Hur- 
burgh, authorizing a deep probe, and 
clothing the special committee with 
the authority requested. Both the res­ 
olutions of the committee and the 
Hurburgh resolution were laid over 
until next Tuesday, when they will be 
taken up on special order. 
That a thorough investigation will 
bd authorized by the senate there is 
little doubt. 
Senator Hurburgh’s res­ 
olution clothing the committee with 
powers to carry on a complete inquiry, 
gives as a reason that “certain official 
misconduct on the 
part of certain 
members of the senate has been charg­ 
ed, wherein it is alleged that certain 
senators have violated their oaths of 
office in that they have knowingly and 
intentionally paid, contributed or re­ 
ceived something, or have made or re­ 
ceived some promise or promises in 
the nature of a bribe with intent te 
influence directly or indirectly the of­ 
ficial action of a member of the gen­ 
eral assembly.”

The supposed vic­ 
tims are Charles S. Sibbald, secretary 
of the Early, Daniel company; Brent 
Marshall, vice president of the Early, 
Daniel company; George F. Hayman. a 
reporter for the Enquirer; Fred Sem- 
neil, night manager chamber of com­ 
merce; Chris Meents, night fireman, 
chamber of commerce; Lester Buch­ 
anan, colored porter employed by Ear­ 
ly, Daniel company; unidentified man. 
Fire Marshal Strieff announced that 
the ruins would have to cover for per­ 
haps a week the men whose bodies 
have not been found.

A Cuban Mason, Convicted of Forgery 
In New York, Appealed to New York 


Crand Lodge, Which Received From 


Cuban Grand Lodge in Reply to In­ 


quiry a Letter Full of the Bitterest 
Denunciation. 


New York, Jan. 12.—Denounced by 
bis Masonic brethren as a scoundrel. 
a swindler and an assassin, Manuel 
Alvarez, alias Balmero Mendoza, woo 
was convicted three months ago of the 
forgery cf a cheek for $25,000, was ar­ 
raigned for sentence before Judge Ro- 
salsky in general sessions. 
It was remarked that this was the 
first time in the history of the Masonic 
order that its communications figured 
in open court. 
The communication, 
which was read to the prisoner by the 
judge, was from the grand secretary 
of the Masons in Cuba and was ad­ 
dressed to E. M. L. Ehlers, grand sec­ 
retary of the grand lodge of New York 
state. It was in reply to a letter writ­ 
ten by Mr. Ehlers when Alvarez, after 
his conviction, appealed to the Masons 
of this state for help, claiming that his 
troubles were due to the persecutions 
of President Gomez of the republic of 
Cuba, because of his activities in the 
revolutionary party. The letter from 
the secretary of the grand lodge of 
Cuba states that Alvarez was a Master 
Mason, but that legal steps had been 
instituted to revoke his diploma, which 
fell through owing to his flight from 
the country. The letter contained this 
sentence: 
“Alvarez is a grafter, a 
swindler, a scoundrel, a usurper of 
properties belonging to his brother, 
and was implicated In the assassina­ 
tion of a Spanish officer.” 
Alvarez was sentenced to Sing Sing 
for no less than three and a half years 
nor more than nine and a half years 
for forgery in the second degree.

A bill to be known as the Grube- 
Shively bill, will be for the referen­ 
dum in cities and towns in 
Indiana, 
says an Indianapolis dispatch. 
The 
bill, it is understood will be introduc­ 
ed by Senator Harry E. Grube of 
Plymouth, who at present is making 
an exhaustive study of the methods 
of regulating legislation in the muni­ 
cipalities of the State. 
Senator Ber­ 
nard Ii. Shively of Marion has gone 
into the proposition thoroughly, ac­ 
cording to his statement, and believes 
that the bill has drafted will fit the 
large majority of cases in the State, 
where, lie says, referendum is need­ 
ed to check the franchise-giving hab­ 
its of the city and town officials. 
The proposed law 
is meant 
to 
strike directly at and improve fran­ 
chise conditions in nil 
cities and 
towns of the State. 
Senator Shively 
said, in explaining the proposed legis­ 
lation, that it is time the issuance of 
franchises upon public utilities and 
other properties in which the voters 
in each city and town are deeply in­ 
terested, should be referred to the 
voters themselves. 
The ideas incorporated in the hill 
tend toward restriction of city and 
town officials in the matter of “put­ 
ting over” franchises on the munici­ 
palities, from which large corpora­ 
tions or wealthy individuals may de­ 
rive sums of money without those 
privileges being first referred to the 
residents of the city. 
The hill provides that no ordinance 
passed by the city council or town 
board of any city or town in Indiana 
shall go into effect before thirty days 
from the time of its final passage and 
its approval by the mayor, and. if 
during the thirty 
days, a 
petition 
signed by electors of the city equal 
in number to at least 15 per cent of 
the number of voters casting ballots 
for all 
candidates in the preceding 
election at which a mayor was elect­ 
ed. protesting against tile pa-sage of 
uch ordinance, lie presented to the 
council or board, 
the same 
shall 
thereupon he suspended from going 
into operation.
